THE POPE’S HEALTH. 
The Holy Father Undergoes an 


Operation, and His Condition 
Is Much Improved. 


Rome, March 2. — The pope passed a 
fairly good night and was better 
Wednesday morning. Dr. Mazzini 
shortly after 9:30 o’clock Wednesday 
morning removed a cyst from the left 
thigh of the pontiff. The operation 
was perfectly successful and the pa- 
tient bore it well. It appears that 
Tuesday’s feverish symptoms were en- 
tirely due to the cyst, from which the 
pope has long suffered. He now hasno 
trace of fever and Dr. Mazzini thinks no 
complications will ensue. 

Drs. Mazzoni and Lopponi, who left 
the pope’s apartments at five p. m., ex- 
pressed satisfaction at the condition of 
his holiness. They said his tempera- 
ture was 99.5. The stream of callers 
continues and sincere sympathy is 
shown in all circles, Italians as well as 
papal. The cyst removed was about the 
size of an orange. According to Italie, 
his holiness suffered great pain during 
the operation and remarked afterward 
to his doctor: “I understand now the 
seriousness of my illness. You must 
have had great courage to operate upep 
an old man like myself. z 

The hematic cyst had been forming, 
probably, for 30 years., The only per- 
sons present at the operation were Dr. 
Mazzoni, Dr. Lapponi, who assisted, and 
Dr. Pio Centra, the popes personal at- 
tendant. 

During the operation the pope cried 
out several times. After it was over 
Mgr. Marzolini, the papal chamberlain, 
on being asked: what impression theill- 
ness had made abroad, replied that, 28,- 
000 telegrams had been received at the 
vatican. 

It was a er on inquiry at the 
vatican at a late hour that the pope was 
resting tranquilly.

SPANISH CABINET CRISIS. 


Premier Sagasta Hands Resignation 
of the Ministry to the Queen—May 
Appeal to the Country. 


Madrid, March 2. — Premier Sagasta 
has handed the resignation of the min- 
istry to the queen regent. 

The cabinet crisis is expected to last 
for two or three days, as it will be nec- 
essary for the queen regent to consult 
with the presidents and other political 
leaders. In the meanwhile the cham- 
bers will adjourn until a new ministry 
is formed. The ministerialists hope 
the queen regent will support Senor 
Sagasta and dissolve the chambers. 

The queen regent has begun consul- 
tations with the principal statesmen 
and party leaders regarding the cabi- 
net crisis. To-day she will see Marshal 
De Campos and Lieut. Gen. Azcarraga.

Bailey, the democratic leader, threw 
the weight of his influence in favor of 
it on the democratic side, arguing that 
it provided for only a temporary in- 
crease of the army, which would be 
made permanent if congress were con- 
vened in extra session. Another big 
element in the vote was Mr. Hull’s re- 
cital of a statement made by the presi- 
dent to him that he would not construe 
Section 12 as an authority to conscript 
the minority in volunteer organizations 
which should elect to remain in the 
service. The bill now goes to the presi- 
dent. | 
. The decks were also cleared of many 
other important, matters.. The general 
deficiency appropriation bill, carrying 
$21,089,000, was passed under suspen- 
sion of the rules, without a word of 
criticism. This is the last of the appro- 
priation bills. The senate amendments 
to the river and harbor bill were non- 
curred in and it was sent to conference, 
the friends of the Nicaragua canal 
amendment having decided: to postpone 
their fight until the conferees report.

Iti is assumed 
that the body will be sent to England as 
soon as possible, but no definite ar- 
rangements have yet been made. 

The arrangements for the funeral 
services are not yet complete. They 
will be held probably on, Saturday, 
either at St. John’s Episcopal church 
or at the British ambassy. Invitations 
will be extended to the president and 
others prominent in political life to at- 
tend. Upon the conclusion of this cer- 
emony the body will be taken to New 
York and put aboard a steamship leav- 
ing about Wednesday for Europe.

In the senate Senator Fairbanks 
(Ind.) announced to the senate the 
death of Lord Farrer Herschell. of the 
joint high commission. He offered res- 
olutions expressive of the senate’s re- 
gret, and instructing the president of 
the senate to convey to her majesty 
the queen of Great Britain the sym- 
pathy of the senate of the United States 
in the great loss which she and the peo- 
ple of Great Britain have sustained by 
the death of Lord Herschell. The reso- 
lutions were adopted. 

The secretary of state cabled Mr. 
Choate, our ambassador at London, as 
follows: 


“Express through appropriate channels 
the deep sorrow the president feels by rea- 
son of the death of Lord Herschell, whose 
career of eminent usefulness is thus cut 
short on the eve of the accomplishment of 
his mission. Assure Lord Herschell’s fam- 
ily of the president’s sincere condolence, to 
which I add my own personal sympathy.

Brief Sketch of His Life. 

[Farrer Herschell, first baron. of that 
name, one of the high joint commissioners 
from Great Britain on the Anglo-Ameri- 
can-Canadian joint commission, recently 
in session at Washington, whose death oc- 
curred in that city Wednesday, was born 
November 2, 1887. He was a son of the late 
Rev. Ridley Herschell, of London, and 
Helen, daughter of William Mowbray, of 
Edinburgh. He married in 1876 again, the 
third daughter of Edward Leigh Kinders- 
ly. They have one son and two daughters 
living. Baron Herschell was a privy coun- 
cillor, a knight Grand Cross of the Bath, 
doctor of civil laws, doctor of laws, a 
deputy lieutenant for Kent and Durham, 
& justice of the peace, ‘captain of Deals 
castle, chancellor of London university, 
and was appointed British member of the 
Venezuela and British Guiana boundary 
arbitration tribunal in 1897. He was 
knighted in 1880, and was created a peer in

university, where he graduated bachelor 
of arts with classical honors. He became

THE POPE’S HEALTH. 


The Holy Father Undergoes an 
Operation, and His Condition 


Is Much Improved. 


Rome, March 2. — The pope passed a 
fairly good night and was better 
Wednesday morning. Dr. Maazzini 
shortly after 9:30 o'clock Wednesday 
morning removed a cyst from the left 
thigh of the pontiff. The operation 
was perfectly successful and the pa- 
tient bore it well. It appears that 
Tuesday’s feverish symptoms were en- 
tirely due to the cyst, from which the 
pope has long suffered. He now hasno 
trace of fever and Dr. Mazzini thinks no 
complications will ensue. 

Drs. Mazzoni and Lopponi, who left 
the pope’s apartments at five p. m., ex- 
pressed satisfaction at the condition of 
his holiness. They said his tempera- 
ture was 99.5. The stream of callers 
continues and sincere sympathy is 
shown in all circles, Italians as well as 
papal. The cyst removed was about the 
size of an orange. According to Italie, 
his holiness suffered great pain during 
the operation and remarked afterward 
to his doctor: “I understand now the 
seriousness of my illness. You must 
have had great courage to operate upon 
an old man like myself.” 

The hematic cyst had been forming, 
probably, for 30 years., The only per- 
sons present at the operation were Dr. 
Mazzoni, Dr. Lapponi, who assisted, and 
Dr. Pio Centra, the popes personal at- 
tendant. 

During the operation the pope cried 
out several times. After it was over 
Mgr. Marzolini, the papal chamberlain, 
on being asked: what impression theill- 
ness had made abroad, replied that 28,- 
000 telegrams had been received at the 
vatican. 

It was SE re on inquiry at the 
vatican at a late hour that the pope was 
resting tranquilly. The wound con- 
tinues healthy and the pain has dimin- 
ished, After the operation, it.appears, 
the weakness due to loss of blood be- 
came extreme and his holiness lost. cop-

SPANISH CABINET CRISIS. 


Premier Sagasta Hands Resignation 
of the Ministry to the Queen—May 
Appeal to the Country. 


Madrid, March 2. — Premier Sagasta 
has handed the resignation of the min- 
istry to the queen regent. 

The cabinet crisis is expected to last 
for two or three days, as it will be nec- 
essary for the queen regent to consult 
with the presidents and other political 
leaders. In the meanwhile the cham- 
bers will adjourn until a new ministry 
is formed. The ministerialists hope 
the queen regent will support Senor 
Sagasta and dissolve the chambers. 

The queen regent has begun consul- 
tations with the principal statesmen 
and party leaders regarding the cabi- 
net crisis. To-day she will see Marshal 
De Campos and Lieut. Gen. Azcarraga. 

Washington, March 2.—The situation 
in the Spanish cortez, leading up to the 
resignation of the Sagasta ministry and 
threatening the life of the peace treaty, 
is said by officials here to be the direct 
result of bad management on the part 
of the sponsors for the treaty. It is 
said that there was no requirement, 
either domestic or included in the 
treaty itself, for the submission of the 
convention to the cortez for a ratifica- 
tion. On the contrary the text of the 
treaty says that it should be ratified by 
the queen regent. It is further said 
that this very point was discussed by 
the peace commissioners at Paris, the 
Spanish commissioners desiring to re- 
quire the ratification of the cortez, but 
finally taking the other course, perhaps 
with a view to avoiding the very trouble 
which has overcome Sagasta. 


Ambassador Choate in England. 
London, March 2.—The United States 
ambassador, Joseph H. Choate and Mrs. 
Choate, members of the United States 
embassy and Mr. Addison C. Harris, of 
Indiana, the new United States ambas- 
sador to Austro-Hungary, arrived here 
Wednesday evening by special train 
from Southampton. They were met at 
Waterloo station by the United States 
charge d’affaires, Mr. Henry White and 
by other Americans. There was no 
formality in the welcome except to Mr. 
Choate at the station. Mr. and Mrs. 
Choate were driven to Claridge’s hotel, 
where they will remain until their Lon- 
don residence is ready for occupation.

Another big 
element in the vote was Mr. Hull’s re- 
cital of a statement made by the presi- 
dent to him that he would not. construe 
Section 12 as an authority to conscript 
the minority in volunteer organizations 
which should elect. to remain in the 
service. The bill now goes to the presi- 
dent. 

The decks were aie cleared of many 
other important, matters. The general 
deficiency appropriation bill, carrying 
$21,089,000, was passed under suspen- 
sion of the rules, without a word of 
criticism. This is the last of the appro- 
priation bills. The senate amendments 
to the river and harbor bill were non- 
curred in and it was sent to conference, 
the friends of the Nicaragua canal 
amendment having decided to postpone 
their fight until the conferees report. 
The conference reports on the omnibus 
claims bill, the naval personnel and 
many other less important measures 
were agreed to. The senate bill mak- 
ing Dewey a full admiral was passed. 
The bill now goes to the president for 
his signature. 

Senate. 

Washington, March 2.—One of the 
first acts of the senate when that body 
convened at 11 o’clock Wednesday was 
the consideration of the bill carrying 
$20,000,000 with which to pay Spain for 
relinquishing of the Philippines in ac- 
cordance with the treaty of Paris. 

Washington, March 2.—The senate is 
rapidly clearing its desks for final ad- 
journment. The naval appropriation 
bill, which ordinarily consumes the 
time of the senate for several days, was 
passed Wednesday afternoon after less 
than five hoursof debate. In that time, 


however, it was amended radically in 


one respect. The price to be paid By 
the government for armor plate was 
fixed in the bill at $300 a ton, a reduc- 
tion of the amount. fixed by the house 
of $145 aton. In addition the secretary 
of the navy was authorized, in the event 
of the refusal of the armor-plate com- 
panies to supply armor at $300 a ton, 
to proceed to the construction of an 
armor factory to cost. $1,500,000 and

000,000 with which to operate the gov- 
ernment plant. The fight for these 
amendments was led by Senator Till- 
man (S. C.), who made a characteristic- 
ally sensational speech in support of 
the propositions. The senate conelud- 
ed the day’s session by pronouncing 
eulogies upon the late Representative 
Dingley. 
President to Take a Vacation. 

Washington, March 2.—Soon: after 
congress adjourns the president hopes 
to take a brief vacation to recuperate 
from the strain under which he has been 
for the greater part of the past. year. 
No definite plans have been outlined 
nor the manner of the outing finally 
determined upon. The president pre- 
fers a trip on the water, and the prob- 
ability is that he will avail himself 
either of the dispatch boat Dolphin or 
the yacht Sylph for a cruise in Chesa- 
peake bay and the adjacent rivers. 


Dewey and Otis Informed. 

Washington, March 2,—To carry out 
the president’s promise relative to the 
protection of German residents and 
property in the Philippines, a cable dis- 
patch has been sent to Admiral Dewey 
and one to Gen. Otis instructing them 
on that point. The published state- 
ment in certain newspapers that the 
German proposition included the ex- 
tension of the protection of the United 
States over German interests in the 
Samoan group, it is said at the state 
department, is erroneous. The Ger- 
man ambassador’s proposition touched 
only the ‘Philippines. o 


The “Soldiers of Fortune.” 
New Orie March 2.—The “Soldiers 
of Fortune,” from Kansas City, reached 
New Orleans Wednesday, 112 strong, 
and are now quartered here, pending 
further developments in the way of 
transportation to Nicaragua and Blue- 


fields. The leaders of the expedition de- 


ny that they are bent on filibustering, 
or to aid Gen. Reyesin his insurrection 
against Zelaya, but affirm that they are 
all going to Central America to work on 
railroads.

There is certain timeliness in the 
proof brought forward that Abraham 
Lincoln was an ardent believer in colon- 
izing the negroes abroad, Colonizing 
might solve the problem for the South, 
which has recently been dealt with by 
the shotgun process in the Carolinas.

Ann Arbor is sudderly awakening to 
the danger of the possible removal of 
the University or some of its depart- 
ments to Detroit, and the nomination of 
Col. Henry S. Dean to the regency on 
the Republican ticket is a matter of 
great Congratulation to everybody in 
Ann Arbor, irrespective of party. 

Now the Democrats of Washtenaw 
want to show that they are just as loyal 
to the University, and will probably 
present the name of M, J. Cavanaugh to 
the state convention. Mr. Cavanaugh 
was seen in regard to this by a Times 
reporter. Said he: “No, I am in no wise 
a candidate for the nomination for re- 
gent. There are many ‘people from both 
parties who have come to me and plead- 
ed with me to consent to become a 
candidate, but there is nothing in the 
office of regent even should I be elected, 
and people would say, ‘There’s Cava- 
naugh running for an office again!’ ‘A

Prof. Bradley M. Thompson’s Answer 
to Cockran, Bryan and Towne. 


A large audience assembled at Uni- 
versity hall last evening to listen to our 
own and only Bradley M. Thompson 
answer the anti-imiperialistic speeches 
of Cockran, Bryan and Towne. The 
entire law department was out in force, 
and one woutld have thought, judging 
from the yells, that Widman had just 
made his famous run down the field for 
a touchdown in the Chicago game.

Prof. Thompson made some very rich 
“eracks” and just the kind of a speech 
to liven up the students. A sample is 
as follows: “Uncle Sam is now wedded 
to the Philippine islands. Whether it is 
for better or for worse, the old man has 
got a bride. Of course the union might 
not give promise of “much results, but 
wait until the golden anniversary of 
their wedding and see what comes of 
IES 

In introducing the speaker, Pres. Mul- 
holland, of the Good Government Club, 
said that the organization had promises 
of a series of speeches during the year 
from A. J. Sawyer, Timothy Tarsney, 
John Corliss and William. Alden Smith. 

At the opening-of his lecture, Prof. 
Thompson modestly put aside all pre- 
tense of being an orator such as Cock- 
ran, Bryan and Towne, and asked the 
audience to judge argument with ar- 
gument, disrobed of all embellishments 
of high sounding phrases, 
was substantially as follows: - 

The actual question has not been 
stated by the anti-expansionists, but 
must be considered in the light, the sit- 
uation and condition of the people of 
the Philippines. The islands are now a 
part of the United States and the ques- 
tion of their disposition is an internal 
one. This territory is 1000 miles long 
and 600 wide. One-third of this area is 
land, ‘consisting of a large number of 
islands inhabited by more different 
races than all Europe. The three larg- 
est of these are inhabited by distinctly 
different races, from the sluggish, harm- 
less Tagula to the bloodthirsty Moham- 
medan Morro pirates. These races are 
so divergent that entirely different 
forms of government would be neces- 
sary, requiring at least three forms for 
the largest islands alone, leaving ont of 
consideration all the smaller ones. The 
antis ask us to take up these various 
infant governments and say to them, 
“Go ahead, rule yourselves, and we will 
defend you against foreign aggression.” 

We must either govern them or aban- 
don them. There can be no partner- 
ship. Either we must govern them ef- 
fectively or stay out. If we don’t throw 
them away we must keep them. We 
are wed to them for better or worse. 
Our right to keep them is denied. The 
right to acquire and govern territory 
is and always has been incident to sov- 
ereignty, and the United States has it 
in common with all other nations. The 
right to the disposition of the ‘‘tarri- 
tories and other property” ‘is expressly 
given to congress by the constitution, 
and congress has exercised it. Jt is 
now exercising it in the District of Co- 
lumbia, as 'the inhabitants have no voice 
in the government. Arizona was se- 
cured by conquest and has been govern- 
ed ever since. But it is said it is done 
with the consent of the governed. This 
was not so in the case of Utah, be- 
cause congress passed laws not con- 
sented to by the people of that terri- 


tory. West Virginia, carved out of Vir-- 


ginia without ‘the consent of the latter, 
was admitted as a state because it was 
territory conquered from, the confeder- 
ates. Senator Hoar, who now denies 
the power of the government to rule the 
Philippines, said in congress, in 1870, 
that Virginia “‘should not yet be repre- 
sented in the house or senate, but be 
kept under military government.” 

But the opponents of expansion say 
that, taking it for granted that we have 
the right to govern these islands and 
have exercised it, we ought not to do so 
from a moral standpoint. ‘he antis 
concede the Filipinos cannot govern 
themselves. They cannot protect life or 
property unassisted. But because they 
want to, and don’t want to be governed, 
they ought to be allowed to establish a 
government, say the anti-expansionists. 
“No people who have not the power to 
establish a government that can pro- 
tect life and property have the right to 
do so,” : 

We not only have the right to govern 
our Pacifica possessions, but it is our 
moral duty to do so. When Jefferson 
said, “‘Governments derive their just 
powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned,” he did not mean that we could 
not govern colonies justly without their 
consent. For he himself had slaves. 
He meant by that that no Anglo-Saxon 
had a right to govern any other Anglo- 
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His address 
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a better government in the Philippines 
or Cuba than they have at home. 
Bourke Cockran declared we should 
not keep the Philippines because it 
would bring their cheap lalborers into 
competition with our laborers. I am in 
favor of their retention because it will 
help the American laboring man. The 
Filipino does not compete with the 
American. No Philippine product is 
produced in this country save sugar. 
But because of this cheap native labor 
our manufacturer gets the raw tropical 
product sc much cheaper, expends. his 
labor on it and then can successfully 
compete with the finished product in 
the markets of the world. Our econ- 
omic trouble is not lack of power of 
production, but lack of power of con- 
sumption or the goods produced by our 
looms and our machine shops. 
| The last great war has been fought. 
The commerce of the world is drawing 
nations together, and any interference 
with the commerce of one nation is felt 
by all the others. So war must cease 
because it interferes with commerce, 
N ow a ‘commercial war is on, and Amer- 
ica is in the iead and is forcing — the 
fighting.

at Detroit. The majority report in- 
dorsed the Pingree administration, 
however, and declared for equal taxa- 
tion,

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At the opening-of his lecture, Prof. 
Thompson modestly put aside all pre- 
tense of being an orator such as Cock- 
ran, Bryan and Towne, and asked the 
audience to judge argument with ar- 
gument, disrobed of all embellishments 
of high sounding phrases, 
was substantially as follows: | 

The actual question has not been 
stated by the anti-expansionists, but 
must be considered in the light, the sit- 
uation and condition of the people of 
the Philippines. The islands are now a 
part of the United States and the ques- 
tion of their disposition is an internal 
one. This territory is 1000 miles long 
and 600 wide. One-third of this area is 
land, consisting of a large number of 
islands inhabited by more different 
races than all Europe. The three larg- 
est of these are inhabited by distinctly 
different races, from the sluggish, harm- 
less Tagula to the bloodthirsty Moham- 
medan Morro pirates. These races. are 
so divergent that entirely different 
forms of government would be neces- 
sary, requiring at least three forms for 
the largest islands alone, leaving ont of 
consideration all the smaller ones. The 
antis ask us to take up these various 
infant governments and say to them, 
“Go ahead, rule yourselves, and we will 
defend you against foreign aggression.” 

We must either govern them or aban- 
don them. There can be no partner- 
ship. Hither we must govern them ef- 
fectively or stay out. If we don’t throw 
them away we must keep them. We 
are wed to them for better or worse. 
Our right to keep them is denied. The 
right to acquire and govern territory 
is and always has been incident to sov- 
ereignty, and the United States has it 
in common with all other nations. The 
right to the disposition’ of the ‘‘terri- 
tories and other property” is expressly 
given to congress by the constitution, 
and congress has exercised it. It is 
now exercising it in the District of Co- 
lumbia, as the inhabitants have no voice 
in the government. Arizona was se- 
cured by conquest and has been govern- 
ed ever since. But it is said it is done 
with the consent of the governed. This 
was not so in the case of Utah, be- 
cause congress passed laws not con- 
sented to by the people of that terri- 


ginia without ‘the consent of the latter, 
was admitted as a state because it was 
territory conquered from the confeder- 
ates. Senator Hoar, who now denies 
the power of the government to rule the 
Philippines, said in congress, in 1870, 
that Virginia “should not yet be repre- 
sented in the house or senate, but be 
kept under military government.” 

But the opponents of expansion say 
that, taking it for granted that we have 
the right to govern these islands and 
have exercised it, we ought not to do so 
from a moral standpoint. ‘The antis 
concede the Filipinos cannot ‘govern 
themselves. They cannot protect life or 
property unassisted. But because they 
want to, and don’t want to be governed, 
they ought to be allowed to establish a 
government, say the anti-expansionists. 
“No people who have not the power to 
establish a government that can pro- 
tect life and property have the right to 
do so.” 

We not only have the right to govern 
our Pacific possessions, but it is our 
moral duty to do so. When Jefferson 
said, “Governments derive their just 
powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned,’’ he did not mean that we could 
not govern colonies justly without their 
consent. For he himself had slaves. 
He meant by that that no Anglo-Saxon 
had a right to govern any other Anglo- 
Saxon without his consent, for under 


subject is no better or worse than any 
other. The framers themselves affirmed 
this position by putting into the consti- 
tution a provision prohibiting interfer- 
ence with the slave trade. We could 
not govern the Philippines without their 
consent but leave them to the mercy of 
the Morro pirates? “I am in favor of 
cutting loose from them if they are 
harmful.” Why not? We are told be-- 
cause we have vital questions at home. 
Bossism in America is the greatest men- 
ace any government ever had.

Upon the Question of Indorsing the 
Atkinson Bill Washtenaw’s Dele- 
gation Stood Fifteen for and Four 
Against, 


The state Republican judicial con- 
vention yesterday renominated J udge 
C. B. Grant for justice of the supreme 
court on the fourth ballot, the landslide 
coming after the third. ` 

Col. H. S. Dean, of Ann Arbor, and 
Col. Eli R. Sutton, of Detroit, were 
nominated for the offices of regent of 
the University of Michigan. No other 
candidates appeared in opposition and 
there was no contest, both being nom- 


inated by acclamation and upon the 


same motion. 

The convention, by a.vote of 434 to 
200, refused to adopt. resolutions sub- 
mitted by the minority members of 
the resolutions committee, which asked 
for the reaffirmation of the clause re- 
lating to the Atkinson bill in the plat- 
form of the Republican party adopted 
at Detroit. The majority report in- 
dorsed the Pingree administration, 
however, and declared for equal taxa- 
tion. It was adopted after a severe 
fight on the ficor of the convention. 

It was upon this question that Capt. 
Allen, of Ypsilanti, made a pyrotechnic 
display. As he rose to talk somebody 
yelled, “Platform!

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ELEVATORS ARE DANGEROUS. 
Expert’s Explanation As to Where the 
Danger Lies. 


“To suppose an elevator is ever ab- 
solutely safe is a delusion,’ Chief 
Wade of the Massachusetts state po- 
lice, safely says, considering the num- 
ber of mishaps to that method of 
transportation. His assumption, how- 
ever, that the public does not realize 
this fact is not as well based. The 


| public realizes it, but does not act in 


When it does act, Chef 
Wade thinks that the precautions 
needed to widen the margin of safety 
will be taken. In his opinion the best 
of these safeguards are double ropes. 
“In the constant ascent and descent of 
the elevator,” he explains, “there is a 
continuous process of bending and 
straightening of the ropes, which in 
time causes crystallization, eventually 
completely destroying the elasticity of 
the wire, at which stage the ropes may 
part at any moment and without warn- 
ing. The only precaution that can be 
taken in this matter is that the best 
grade of ropes, and a kind less Hable 
to crystallization, be used, and proper 
care be taken to prevent rust. Less 
than two hoisting ropes for am elevator 
of. any pattern where hoisting ropes 
are used should be prohibited by law. 
A safety device to prevent the car of 
the elevator from falling, in case the 
rope should give way, is but a me- 
chanical device in any event; although 
these devices are many times com- 
mendable for their efficiency when in 
good repair, they are liable to become 
deranged and worn out, which may oc- 
cur at any time. If an elevator with a 
Single rope should give way at a time 
when the device is so deranged, there 
would be no alternative but for the car 
to drop to the bottom; but with two or 
more hoisting ropes, as they would 
never all break at the same time, an 
accident from that source would be 
very improbable.” —New York Evening 
Post. 


_ A Mammoth Undertaking, 

The Japanese government has or- 
dered the destruction of the City of 
Teckcham, Formosa, and removal of 
all its inhabitants to a new location. 

The city is situated on the northwest 


coast of the island, and has been fre- 


quently subject.to pestilence. In 1896 
and 1897 plagues visited Teckcham 
with enormous fatality. This fact be- 
ing called to the attention of the gov- 
ernment, an investigation was ordered 
by sanitary experts, who reported that 
the city was built upon a swamp, 
whereupon an order was issued to the 
governor to select a new location as 
conyenient to the old one as- possible, 
where the natural conditions were 
healthful. 

A new city was laid out, and. each 
property holder in the old one was as- 
signed a site that corresponded in area 
with what he occupied at Teckcham, 
and was given twelve months to re- 
move his buildings and belongings. 

Sewers, railroads and sidewalks, 
buildings, water works, and all other 
public improvements were laid out by 
the government in the new city with- 
out expense to the people, but they 
were required to pay the cost of the re- 
moval of their own property.

HER EXPERIENGE AS NURSE 
DEVELOPED NEW DESIRES. 


How Associations With the Soldier Boys 
Brought Out Latent Sporting In- 
clinations--Broncho Has No 

_ Terrors For Her Now. 


Most of the New York women who 
went to Camp Wikoff to help in the 
nursing there heard the story of the 
kind-hearted helper who thought that 
the surgeon was cruel to deprive the 
fever convalescent of food, and gave 
him gingerbread and peaches when the 
doctor’s back was turned, with the 
excuse that the poor fellow was hun- 
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gry and ought to be fed. But that was / 


in the early days of the camp when the 
women who volunteered there had not 
begun the work which they afterward 
did so effectively. The soldier who got 
these refreshments did not again trou- 
ble the surgeon, and the story was told 
by all those who came in contact with 
this particular doctor, until it became 
the property of every person who came 
to the camp with any idea of working 
there. Even the volunteer nurses 
came to tell it themselves as a means 
of showing the contrast between thelr 
subsequent effieiency and the unregu- 
lated kindness that prompted the early 
workers. The effects of the nursing 
there on some of the volunteers have 
already begun to be noticed, and the 
most remarkable of these has been ob- 
served in the case of a woman who 
took a leading part in all the work 
done there. She had hitherto been an 
enthusiastic champion of the tricycle, 
regarding the bicycle as too hazardous 
a vehicle for her to attempt. At Camp 
Wikoff she was compelled to ride 
horseback in order to get from one 
part of Montauk Point to another in 
directing the work. of which she was 
in practical charge. To the astonish- 
ment of her friends she purchased a 
broncho the other day and announced 
that her days as a tricyclist were over. 
In the future no less exciting means of 
progress than a broncho would satisfy 
her tastes.—N, Y. Sun.

WAR CHANGED HER TASTES. 


HER EXPERIENGE AS NURSE 
DEVELOPED NEW DESIRES. 


How Associations With the Soldier Boys 
Brought Out Latent Sporting In- 
clinations--Broncho Has No 

Terrors For Her Now. 


Most of the New York women who 
went to Camp Wikoff to help in the 
nursing there heard the story of the 
kind-hearted helper who thought that 
the surgeon was cruel to deprive the 
fever convalescent of food, and gave 
him gingerbread and peaches when the 
doctor’s back was turned, with the 
excuse that the poor fellow was hun- 
gry and ought to be fed. But that was- 
in the early days of the camp when the 
women who volunteered there had not 
begun the work which they afterward 
did so effectively. The soldier who got 
these refreshments did not again trou- 
ble the surgeon, and the story was told 
by all those who came in contact with 
this particular doctor, until it became 
the property of every person who came 
to the camp with any idea of working 
there. Even the volunteer nurses 
came to tell it themselves as a means 
of showing the contrast between their 
subsequent effieilency and the unregu- 
lated kindness that prompted the early 
workers. The effects of the nursing | 
there on some of the volunteers have 
already begun to be noticed, and the 
most remarkable of these has been ob- 
served in the case of a woman who | 
took a leading part in all the work | 
done there. She had hitherto been an 
enthusiastic champion of the tricycle, 
regarding the bicycle as too hazardous 
a vehicle for her to attempt. At Camp 
Wikoff she was compelled to ride | 
horseback in order to get from one 
part of Montauk Point to another in 
directing the work. of which she was 
in practical charge. To the astonish- 
ment of her friends she purchased a 
broncho the other day and announced 
that her days as a tricyclist were over. 
In the future no less exciting means of 
progress than a broncho would satisfy 
her tastes.—N. Y. Sun.
